Third: As | have provided for my sons, William M. Challeen and George W. Challeen, 
during my life time, | give, devise and bequeath to each, the sum of Five ($5.00) Dollars. 

Fourth: After the payment of the above bequeaths, it is my wish, and | hereby order and 
direct that all the rest and residue of my property, both real and personal, and effects of every 
name and nature which | may have, may die possessed of, or may be entitled to, at the time 
of my death, be placed in a Trust Fund by my Executor hereinafter named to be used for the 
following purposes: 

First: To provide for the maintenance and comfort of my beloved wife, Mattie F. 
Challeen, during her life time. 

Second: Thirty days after Final Decree is made in the matter of probating this my 

last will and testament, payment shall be made to my sons, James Arthur Challeen ad 

Edward Andrew Challeen, in the sum of Thirty ($30.00) Dollars per month, each during their 
life time. It is my wish, however, that said money shall not be used for gambling or the 
purchasing of intoxicating liquor, and my Executor, hereinafter named is charged with the 
responsibility of carrying out this provision.

Will and Testament, that he may not be compelled to give any bond or security as such
